Persistent rumors are going

Walker and his creditors who have 
already forced him into the hand 
of a receiver and

there are now a number of civil suits 
pending. 
It will be recalled that a meeting 
of the creditors to whom Walker i 
indebted the most was held in 
the 
office of Walker’s attorney. William 
M. Henley, in Indianapolis last Sat­ 
urday. 
The purpose of the meeting 
was to talk compromise. 
It is stated by a number who were 
in the meeting that not one objection 
to compromise was voiced by anv 
representative of any creditor pres­ 
ent. 
It was stated by Walker’s a t­ 
torney that he only knew 
of 
one 
creditor, who is 
a Rushville 
man, 
who seriously objected to compro­ 
mise and that he thought that man 
could be persuaded to act with the 
rest of the creditors 
in 
accepting 
terms. 
It is understood seventy cents on 
the dollar was the sum mentioned at 
which Walker was willing to settle. 
It is stated that he could save some 
money out of the crash by making 
this sort of a settlement, but that in 
the other event 
of 
the 
continued 
court fight, a good bit of the assets of 
the former cattle importer would he 
wasted and his creditors would have 
to he satisfied with less. 
Walker’s statement of assets and 
liabilities has been made a matter of 
public record in the court house. lie 
gives his liabilities at $54,920 
and 
his assets at

in 
notes, a 
number of shares of stock in vari­ 
ous concerns and personal property. 
The creditors and the sum owed 
them are all set forth.
